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Fire Station Opens its Doors to the Community

Every year, the Mattapoisett Fire Department 
Open House draws in the community, igniting the 
imaginations of the little ones and extinguishing 
ignorance of fire safety with live demonstrations and 
fun, educational activities for the kids in observance of 
National Fire Prevention Week. 

"To us, it's our big day of the year," said 
Lieutenant Justin Dubois. The Thursday, October 8 
event is the Fire Department's chance to reach out to the 
community to get out its message of fire prevention. "It's 
a good day in that we make it a family event that people 
can come to." 

One of the highlights, said Dubois, was the live 
fire demonstration that showed the nature of how a fire in 
the home can spread, stressing the importance of working 
smoke alarms. 

Firefighters set up a small model of a living room 
with a couch, loveseat, curtains - coming as close as a real 
scenario that they can while still containing the small- 
scale fire. 

"It's to show how quickly a fire can spread," said 
Dubois. "We had plenty of guys around to keep it mellow, 
but it . . . went fairly quickly." 

Dubois stressed caution with some of the many 
common causes of a fire in the living room - smoking, 
extension cords covered by carpets, and overloaded 
electrical outlets are just a few of them. 

"We also did a vehicle extraction demonstration 
that shows the Jaws of Life and how they work," said 
Dubois. "We pretty much took the car apart to show 
people, in a car accident, what we do." 

Fire Prevention Week was started in 1922 to 
commemorate the Great Chicago Fire of October 8, 1871, 
that burned for two days. It is traditionally observed on 
the week of October 9, Sunday through Saturday.

Complete Streets Planning Has Begun

Armed with maps of the town showing "collector 
roads" in bold relief and "Route 6" even bolder. Bonne 
DeSousa began the October 8 public meeting with an 
explanation. 

DeSousa said the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
had approved the public meeting to begin the process of 
developing a "complete street" plan for Mattapoisett. 

The state has $50 million in grant money 
earmarked for cities and towns whose planning included 
a focus on improving streets and sidewalks for the 
purpose of allowing safer freedom of movement. Plans 
needed to incorporate a full spectrum of transportation 
including bicycling and walking. 

The planning process began, she said, with a 
survey posted on the Town website. The survey asked 
residents to share how they used the roadways for 
movement other than driving cars, whether they rode 
bicycles to do errands or walked to church or the library, 
with what frequency and other pertinent aspects of 
moving about the town sans vehicle. Eighty surveys have 
been completed, DeSousa said. 

This meeting, arranged in partnership with the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path and the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path, would add another layer of information - 
information necessary in developing a plan that the state 
would deem worthy of consideration. 
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DeSousa also explained that a fully-fleshed plan 
would be one that the town would adopt as a directive 
by town departments such as police, fire, and highway 
With the implementation of a complete street plan by the 
town, certification at the state level would open the door 
to grant applications. 

Throughout the hour and a half meeting, a small 
but earnest group used the maps to illustrate favored 
walking and cycling routes and where residents felt 
safety was a problem, such as crossing points along Route 
6. 

DeSousa also gave the group an update on the 
current status of the bike path. She said that Phase IB 
was awaiting another Massachusetts DOT review on a 
technical issue that she felt would be cleared up in the 
next couple of weeks. 

During previous meetings with the selectmen, 
DeSousa had pointed out a $30,000 shortfall for this phase 
of the project and a crowd funding effort had begun. On 
this night, she said $13,000 had been raised and hoped 
that asking the townspeople for more money during the 
fall town meeting could be avoided. 

During a review of the maps and the issue of 
safety, several attendees shared their fear of riding or 
walking on such much-beloved roadways as Ned's Point 
Road, Acushnet Road, Long Plain Road, Brandt Island 
Road, and North Street. They said the speeding cars 
and narrow streets - most without sidewalks - made it 
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dangerous. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons said speed-sensing signs 
on trailers that could alert people to how fast they were 
going would help, but the one Mattapoisett owns is very 
old and does not function well. She hoped to receive a 
positive response from the community when asking for 
funds to purchase one or two in the future. Lyons also 
said people could notify the Police Department of traffic 
or speeding problems via email by simply going to the 
department's webpage. To DeSousa, Lyons said they 
could post bicycling safety rules on the Police Department 
website. 

On the issue of safe crossing. Safety Officer Justin 
King explained that automobile drivers do not have to 
stop and let pedestrians cross if they are on the sidewalk. 
And even more alarming to those in attendance was the 
following: "Cars on the other side of the road don't have 
to stop and let you cross...." King said. He said cited state 
law. 

DeSousa told the group that the town had 
received the funds to purchase new flashing pedestrian

walking are good for health reasons . . . that's why I do 
this." 


Rochester to DEP: 

No More Water for New Bedford

The Town of Rochester took action in opposition 
to the requests of the Cities of New Bedford and Taunton 
for increased water withdrawals from Little Quitticas 
Pond, saying in a letter addressed to the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection that the current 
permitted withdrawals are already excessive and must be 
reduced. 

The letter, signed by all three selectmen and 
the Rochester Water Commission, states concerns over 
New Bedford's and Taunton's Water Management Act 
(WMA) permit renewal requests to increase the maximum 
millions of gallons per day allowance (MGD), with New 
Bedford seeking an increase from 20.79 MGD to 22.53 
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MGD. Combined, the two cities currently withdraw a 
total of 28.08 MGD, an amount the Town of Rochester 
says already exceeds the DEP's own safe yield of 27.5 
MGD for Little Quitticas. 

As the host community to the New Bedford Water 
Works and filtration plant, Rochester is required to take 
certain actions for the benefit of New Bedford, says the 
letter, providing a bit of background into the increasingly 
contentious matter. These actions include zoning bylaw 
changes to accommodate the filtration plant as well as fire 
and police protection to the facility and surrounding 800 
acres of land that New Bedford owns. 

All of this service, says Rochester, comes at a cost 
to the town.

For example. New Bedford makes payments 
in lieu of taxes that are considerably lower than if the 
land were taxed at applicable rates. For fiscal year 
2015, the city paid $26,763.17 instead of a tax liability of 
$283,600.55. 

"There is little, if any, benefit to Rochester in 
having the New Bedford facility in town," the letter sates. 
"In fact, when asked a few years ago about providing 
water to portions of Rochester for municipal services. 

New Bedford has stated that it would provide the 
water but only at the same rate it charges to any other 
purchaser." 

Rochester says language in the legislature 
specifically limits MGD withdrawal to the use of the 
city "resident," but the subsequent DEP permit did not 
contain that limitation. As the letter states, this led to New 
Bedford and Taunton removing water and treating it as a 
for-profit business. 

The combined 60 percent increase of the two 
cities, the letter asserts, comes at a time when the DEP has 
mandated that other communities be held to withdrawals 
based on stream flow, and that said withdrawal would 
be limited to the withdrawal levels of 2003 to 2005. New 
Bedford's withdrawal during that time was only 12.94 
MGD, yet it now asks for 22.53 MGD. 

"New Bedford is making money selling water 
and wants to make even more money," states the letter. 
"DEP should not be in the business of enabling the 
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HOME HEATING OIL 

cities to withdraw in excess of the safe yield of the pond 
complex merely because cities want to generate revenue." 

Rochester believes that, not only are the 
withdrawal rates excessive and should be reduced, 
but a portion of the safe yield of Little Quitticas should 
be reserved for the potential use of surrounding 
communities. 

"New Bedford and Taunton are permitted to 
withdraw ... in excess of what any expert will tell you 
is a flawed safe yield that [the DEP has stated] 'does not 
sufficiently protect water reliability or the environment/" 
says the letter. "Now both of the cities have request {sic} 
significant increases in water withdrawal with no . . . 
explanation as to the need for the increase." 
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Rochester Town Administrator Michael McCue 
said the Town of Rochester has recently received a 
response to the letter that was forwarded to state 
legislators in support of Rochester's position. Selectmen 
are hopeful for a positive outcome. 

"There appears to be a double standard in place 
here for what smaller communities are expected to live 
with and what larger cities are being granted as their 
right," said Selectman Naida Parker. 

The letter, said McCue, has "lit a fire" towards a 
positive outcome with the assistance of state legislators. 
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Police Biggest Expense for Country Fair

Rochester Country Fair Board of Directors 
Co-Chairman Dave Souza lauded the Rochester Fire 
Department for their accommodation and generosity 
with resources and manpower during the country fair 
this year, but expressed disappointment when explaining 
that police expenses are by far one of the most significant 
expenditures of the yearly event. 

Everything went smoothly during this year's 
country fair, Souza told the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
on October 7, although the heat on Saturday and Sunday 
during the fair kept many people from coming out, which 
cut into the fair's revenue to cover costs of the fair. 

"My only thing with the whole fair ... is the 
cost of the fair is getting more and more expensive," 

Souza said, with the biggest expenses being police and 
fire. "I don't want to fight with police and fire. Fire does 
awesome for [the fair]." 

Souza said the Fire Department charges about 
half for its support services. "We get a lot, a lot, a 
lot of stuff," said Souza. But with the cost for police 
reinforcement, said Souza, the country fair does not get a 
break. 

"Police are different," said Souza, acknowledging 
that with the police "it's a whole different union system." 

"I just wish that we could get that [cost] down 
and help a bit," said Souza. "We're not out here on 
[Route] 105 anymore. We're not fighting highways...." 

When he takes his son to play soccer on 
weekends, Souza said, "Watch the amount of cars.... Just 
as many cars go out," said Souza, but no police presence 
is required. "We (the country fair) have to have four or 
five." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes said 
the Rochester Road Race is in the same pickle. 

"I'm not trying to stir up trouble," Souza said. 
"The fair is a very tough thing to run with the money we 
have. . .. "Julie [Koczera] and I are very tired . . . and as the 
fair continues to grow, you get more tired." 

Nunes questioned whether the parking area of 
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the fairgrounds could somehow double as a ball field 
to help generate revenue for the country fair, but Souza 
rejected the idea. 

"You throw that idea at us. I'll walk away 
tomorrow," replied Souza. ". . .But if you want to do it 
go ahead and do it. ... I don't want any part of it." He 
continued, "Where would it benefit the fair? Where are 
you gonna park everyone?" 

"And then, when you get the grass all nice and 
pretty, you want people to come and drive their cars on 
it?" added Julie Koczera, co-chairman of the Rochester 
Country Fair Board of Directors. 

And, unfortunately, our whole society revolves 
around insurance, as Souza put it. 

"That's what's killing us," he said. 

There will be no parade for next year's country 
fair, but the group is working on expanded kids' activities 
and adding more tractor pulls and wrestling events. 

"As much as I'd like to see [the parade], I can't 
justify the cost," said Koczera. It costs roughly $800 in 
mainly police details just for the parade. 

The country fair spent about $52,000 this year. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for October 19 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 


Two New Car Enterprises Planned 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Applications for two more licenses to operate 
automobile businesses in Mattapoisett brings the total to 
four - four new businesses for the sale of new and / or the 
sale and repair of used cars. 

During the October 13 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen, Talor Rocha, 3 Church 
Street, requested a Class II Auto Dealer License. 

His business model is similar to the two other 
retail auto sales businesses recently licensed; the business 
will operate via the Internet, no cars will be stored or 
repaired at his residence, and cars awaiting sale will 
be warehoused at the self-storage units located in the 
business park on Industrial Drive. 
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Rocha will purchase vehicles at car auction and 
"resale for the purpose of making a profit," he told the 
board. The application was approved. 

Also requesting a positive vote to operate an 
automobile sale and repair business were Kevin and 
David Ducharme of 508 Sports & Luxury Inc., 408 High 
Hill Road, Dartmouth. The father and son partnership 
owns and operates an established automobile business in 
New Bedford and came before the board seeking a Class 
II Auto Dealer license for property located at 79 Marion 
Road. The property is owned by Robert Gingras. 

The Ducharmes proposed having up to 25 
vehicles for sale on the property, with other space for the 
parking of cars waiting to be serviced in one of the two 
bays in the building. 

The younger Ducharme said, "I'm not flying by 
the seat of my pants," and provided the selectmen with 
a layout of the property to demonstrate the feasibility of 
having 25 vehicles on the site. 

But Selectmen Paul Silva and Tyler Macallister 
voiced concern over the number of cars. Their primary 
issue was adequate clearance for cars entering and exiting 
the property. 

"We need someone to tell us what the right 
number is," said Silva. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne told the 
selectmen that other towns had also given thought to 
restricting the use of banners, flags, and lighting. The 
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selectmen agreed that was a good point. 

However, it was the issue of traffic safety on busy 
Route 6 that prompted the board to request a continuance 
so that police safety officer Justin King could be consulted 
regarding the appropriate number of cars to allow in the 
license. 

The Ducharmes were asked to return on October 
27 to complete discussions and, in the meantime, provide 
Officer King with a diagram of the parking plans. 

The selectmen also met with two residents vying 
for the one remaining open seat on the Conservation 
Commission. Coming before them were Mike Dubuc and 
Diane Tsitsos. 

Dubuc, currently a member of the Agricultural 
Commission, was first up saying that in his daily business 
activities as a cranberry grower in 12 towns, he is familiar 
with the Wetlands Protection Act. He said he would be 
available to attend most scheduled meetings. 

Diane Tsitsos, a retired diplomat, told the 
selectmen that she wanted her skills to be used in a 
"substantive way," and felt she was well suited for the 
Conservation Commission given her negotiating skills. 

She said she had experience in interpreting regulations 
and that her residence was situated in the middle of a 
wetlands area giving her intimate understanding of the 
importance of protecting natural resources. 

After consideration of the two candidates towards 
the end of the meeting, Dubuc received the nod based on 
his basic understanding of the Wetlands Protection Act 
and that with his knowledge, he would be useful to the 
commission "right out of the gate," as Macallister said it. 

Mark Langevin requested and received 
permission to construct a horseshoe pit at the town 
landing located on Mattapoisett Neck Road. He was 
asked to coordinate with Harbormaster Jill Simmons 
and Highway Superintendent Barry Denham to ensure 
the location was correct for other activities at the site. 
Langevin was also told that Gagne would apply for a 
Request for Determination of Applicability with the 
Conservation Commission so that construction would 
meet regulations of the Wetlands Protection Act. 

Gagne updated the board on the repairs on 
Acushnet Road. He said everything was on schedule and

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that Eversource had been very accommodating with the 
relocation of a utility pole. 

Regarding the power aggregation program, 
Gagne said the Department of Public Utilities had 
approved the plan and was preparing bid specifications. 
He explained that public education would be ongoing 
with a brochure mailed to residents, the release of a video 
that is currently in production, and a series of public 
meetings to ensure that the residents would be fully 
informed. 

"I'm amazed by the number of participants," 
Gagne told the selectmen, noting that over 300,000 
customers were in the aggregation group that included 
Mattapoisett. 

On the matter of sewer rates, Gagne said, "It's 
that time of the year." He asked for approval from the 
selectmen to apply for state funding to help alleviate the 
debt service costs that currently stand at approximately 
$572,000. The application to the Consumer Sewer Rate 
Relief Fund was approved. 

Shellfishing beds were also discussed. Gagne 
announced that due to extreme stormwater runoff from 
recent storms, Mattapoisett' s inner and outer harbor, 
Aucoot Cove, Crescent Beach, and Peases Point were 
closed until further notice. Water west of Mattapoisett 
Neck Road remains open. Further updates can be found 
on the town's website. 

Regarding fire safety, Gagne advised the 
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selectmen that the Fire Department would be hosting 
a Village Safety Training program. He urged residents 
living in village neighborhoods to attend. 

"I strongly urge anyone in the village to 
attend.... Old construction that is densely spaced can 
be a problem." The event will take place on October 24 
between 5:00 and 6:00 pm at the fire station. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for October 27 at 6:30 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 


Town Must Negotiate with Solar Developer 

Rochester Planning Board

Since the last public hearing for the proposed 
solar farm slated for the center of Rochester, Planning 
Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said on October 13 that 
subsequent talks between lawyers for both the developer 
and the town have led to this: The town cannot tell 
solar developer NextSun Energy that it cannot cut trees 
within the 20-foot buffer zone around the perimeter of 
the project. The Planning Board's only option now when 
it comes to trees, said Johnson, is to negotiate with the 
developer and try to compromise the best it can. 

According to the Limited Commercial District 
Zoning Bylaw adopted by Town Meeting, said Johnson, 
language pertaining to the 20-foot buffer simply states 
that a 20-foot vegetated buffer must remain - which

means, said Johnson, that a vegetated buffer could 
literally be a 20-foot field of grass or brush - not 
necessarily trees. 

The main concerns of most board members and 
abutters to the project remain the cutting down of taller 
historic trees within the 20-foot buffer, as well as the view 
from roads and points around town such as the library 
and police station. But as Johnson stated after about an 
hour of discussion, "Right now they can go in there and 
they can chop them down. We can't stop them from doing 
it." 

What the board can do, however, is consider 
NextSun President Jacob Laskin's suggestion that if the 
board were to approve of some tree cutting into the 20- 
foot buffer on the west side of the site, then the taller 
historic trees by the cemetery could remain. Laskin's 
main concern for the project is exposure of the sun on the 
panels for maximum energy production; however, some 
trees to the west would cast shade onto the panels and 
reduce energy production. 

According to a study provided and explained by 
engineer Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, the prime 
hours would be 9:00 am to 3:00 pm, based on a December 
21 sun, the shortest day with the weakest sunlight as a 
worst case scenario, which Laskin said is the standard for 
study in the solar industry. 

"But if we could get out ten to two (o'clock), that 
would be a significant compromise for us," said Laskin. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey, who said 
meanwhile he had been searching online for information 
about peak production time, argued that the information 
he encountered contradicted Laskin's statement about 
9:00 to 3:00, to which Laskin replied, "No it doesn't," 
before clarifying the matter for Bailey. 

Johnson lauded some changes to plan since the 
last meeting, such as the relocation of the inverter, but 
urged the developer to address the "sensitive aspects of 
the project." 

"From the heart," board member Gary Florindo 
spoke of the personal importance of the historic cemetery 
and how loved ones who visit their dearly departed 
should not have to see "solar fields," while resident Dave 
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Jay Gould, DVM

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Watling questioned why the board would prefer to be 
"negotiating dead people for live people." 

Sure, people go to visit their deceased loved ones, 
"But these people are here," said Watling motioning to 
the roughly 15 residents present. "They live there and 
they need screening," preferring that the focus be aimed 
at screening for abutters over screening for the cemetery. 

Abutter Stephanie Riccardi sobbed as she 
described how she specifically sought out a historic 
property like the one she owns and did not want to lose 
it. 

"As somebody who sought out a small town," 
said Riccardi, "I don't want to see solar panels behind my 
house." 

But the board maintains some control over 
screening, and the board tossed around some ideas in 
the spirit of compromise, such as replacing 6- to 8-foot 
trees for planting with 8- to 10-foot ones and perhaps 
appropriately staggered wall installations instead of 
calling for an entire wall for screening. 

"We don't want to see it from day one," said 
Johnson, reiterating the board's insistence on complete 
screening from sight. 

Some board members took issue with the 
renderings of six different transects depicting the visual 
standpoint of six different locations looking at the 
solar farm, with Bailey calling assertions that certain 
viewpoints would be intersected by trees and fencing 
"disingenuous" when the renderings appeared to show 
otherwise. 

"Well, there is a cone of vision, absolutely," 
said Madden, eliciting some mock laughter from some 
residents in attendance. 

Madden stated that the renderings, although 
perhaps not in the format the board had hoped for, were 
a "snapshot in time," and not the permanent view after 
vegetation matures. 

"I think you really need to try to envision 
the transect line . . . with the aerial photograph," said 
Madden, again flipping to the overhead photo of the site 
he provided. 

Eventually the board will have to discuss a 
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decommissioning agreement with the developer, and the 
two parties will continue to come up with ways to satisfy 
the needs of the project and of abutters and townspeople. 

"What I see here is a project . . . that has . . . 
multiple viewpoints in it and it's not uniform," said 
Johnson. "I think we need to treat it like that.. . ." He later 
continued, "It's not a cookie cutter project in my mind." 

Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Richard 
Cutler who was in attendance said that if the solar arrays 
can be seen from the road, then he believes the Historic 
District Commission would come into play and hold a 
public hearing on the matter. 

"They shouldn't be seen from the road," Cutler 

said. 
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The hearing was continued until October 27. 

Also during the meeting, the board told Clean 
Energy Collective, developers of the proposed solar 
farm in Marion that would be accessed via Perry's Lane 
in Rochester, that the board would draft a decision to 
approve the project and take the vote at the next meeting. 

The project went through months of public 
hearings with both Marion and Rochester and, after 
finally reaching a decommissioning escrow account 
number, got the nod from Marion. 

In other matters, the board held an informal 
meeting with yet another solar farm developer interested 
in building a solar energy facility off Snipatuit Road 
and along Quaker Lane. The board issued a number 
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of requested waivers, such as a traffic study waiver, 
maintenance plan waiver, and a partial waiver for 
underground utilities. There is no formal application for a 
site plan review for this project yet. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for October 27 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Senior Center. 

Board Pleased by Last Minute Plan Change 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Despite its creation of a further non-conformance, 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals was poised to 
approve the Special Permit for Dale Allison of 359 Delano 
Road on October 8 when Allison presented an altered 
plan that increased the non-conformance slightly less 
than the previous plan and satisfied a neighbor's concern 
that the new house to be constructed would be too close 
to his property.

ZBA Approves Building Appeal 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 

By Andrea Ray 

David and Laurie Jewett arrived at the Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals hearing on October 8 seeking 
permission to construct a storage shed approximately 
15 feet away from the property boundary. This runs 
against town bylaws, which state that a shed of the 
proposed size must be at least 40 feet from the property 
line. The Jewetts, who live at 15 Briarwood Lane, face 
some interesting topographical issues that prevent that 
possibility, and they sought permission to build the shed 
closer to the boundary. 

The proposed shed will measure 12 feet by 20 
feet, or 240 square feet. According to the Agricultural 
& Residential District Zoning Bylaws, sheds and 
outbuildings larger than 150 square feet must be built at 
least 40 feet from the property line; however, the Jewetts 
face some unique topographical features, which make 
abiding by these bylaws impossible. 

"There's a situation where the land rolls off to 
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water," Mr. Jewett said. "There is a flat portion in front, 
which rolls off to a small plateau in the back, and then 
tapers off again to the water." He indicated that from 
the front of the property to the back, there is 32 feet of 
topographical change. 

Looking for a way to accommodate this, the 
Jewetts chose to site the shed on the back plateau of the 
property, which leaves it only 15 feet from the property 
line rather than the required 40 feet. 

"There's no other place for it other than the front 
yard," said Mr. Jewett. "Everything else is just a slope." 

When asked what the shed was to be used for, 
Mr. Jewett indicated storage. 

"We both have antique cars. We'd like to keep 
one car in this shed, along with yard implements like 
rakes and shovels." Mrs. Jewett added that she had the 
support of a neighbor. 

When ZB A member Kirby Gilmore inquired if 
they had the statement in writing, she replied, "No, I 
didn't realize I could do that. Would it help?" 

"Well," Gilmore replied, "it does help to know 
what the neighbors think." 

Gilmore himself bolstered the Jewetts' appeal 
when he recalled that sheds and outbuildings less than 
150 square feet could be placed up to 10 feet from the 
property line. 

"This portion of the bylaw is in favor of the 
applicant because the shed is in the back of the house," 
said Gilmore. "If the shed was one hundred fifty square 
feet, it could be set back as close as ten feet from the 
property line. This one isn't much bigger. It's not a 
detriment to the neighborhood." 

Fellow ZB A member Donald Spirlet agreed. 

"They have no choice," said Spirlet. "I have no 
problem with it." 

The appeal was unanimously approved. The 
board did, however, place two restrictions: the shed 
cannot be used to house livestock, nor can it be used as a 
living space. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for October 22 at the Rochester 
Town Hall pending the submission of applications.

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School Committee Hears PARCC Update 

Marion School Committee 

By Marilou Newell 

Sippican School students scored lower than 
expected on the new PARCC (Partnership for Assessment 
of Readiness for College and Careers) online exam. 
Superintendent of Schools Doug White told the Marion 
School Committee on October 7, adding that the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association is lobbying for a 
three-year moratorium on all standardized testing. 

The low scores on the PARCC exam - a newly 
employed testing system that is part of the Massachusetts 
Common Core objectives - seemed to surprise the School 
Committee members. White assured them that lower

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scores were not completely unanticipated, since the 
testing format was new to the students. 

White said the developers of the PARCC testing 
system and schools using the product were aware of 
scoring inconsistencies and will continue to debug the 
program moving forward. 

However, the future of this testing method in 
terms of the ability of all school districts to employ it was 
still in doubt, he said. Explaining the problem. White 
said some school districts simply didn't have the funds 
to implement the program and had to use "paper" versus 
online systems to conduct the testing. 

And there are concerns throughout school 
districts and teacher associations nationwide as to the 
validity of the Common Core program. White said some 
opposition seemed to originate from those who felt the 
program had been developed from the "top down" versus 
from educators. He assured the committee members that 
teachers, and specifically those from Massachusetts, had 
been essential in the development of the program. He 
said schools had been given 15 percent involvement in the 
shaping of programs to suit their districts to the Common 
Core requirements. 

Still, White said there are petitions "floating 
around" in opposition to Common Core. He gave a brief 
history of how Common Core came into existence, noting 
that it did start with business leaders expressing concerns 
that graduates seemed to lack basic reading and writing

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skills. Not all states have embraced the Common Core 
philosophy. White shared, noting that Texas had opted- 
out completely. 

As for Massachusetts, White told the committee 
that the Board of Education was continuing to evaluate 
PARCC and would be making a decision in the coming 
months as to whether it would continue to use PARCC 
or adopt another exam. He also said the Massachusetts 
Association of School Superintendents was looking for 
improvements in testing programs that complimented 
local assessments, measured students growth and 
readiness for college and careers, and more funding 
overall. 

White said parents would have the PARCC 
testing results sometime in December. 

In other business, PTO Co-Chairman Dana 
Martin presented the committee with a fund-raising 
plan aimed at increasing the organization's coffers. She 
explained that helping to pay for some large projects 
last year had depleted funds. The new fundraiser could 
generate as much as $10,000, Martin said. The hope was 
the fundraiser would stem the need to cut back on money 
given to the school for musical programs and equipment. 
The committee approved the plan. 

Regarding budgets. White said he wanted to meet 
sooner rather than later with subcommittees so that needs 
could be determined.

of Health dated October 8, Walega listed the additional 
expenses incurred in the replacement of the broken 
refrigerator. 

The incident, which occurred on August 17, 
involved the failure of the special vaccine refrigerator 
temperature control mechanism. Once the malfunction 
was discovered, the vaccines inside the refrigerator were 
transported to the police station for storage in a different 
refrigerator until the town was notified by the state that 
the vaccines could not be used. 

Lost were ten doses of Prevnar 13 (pneumonia) 
at a cost of $1,795, two vials of Tuberculin (used to test 
for Tuberculosis) at a cost of $130, six doses of Zoster vax 
(shingles) costing $1,140, and an undisclosed amount of 
Adacol (Tdap) at a cost of about $150, for a total loss of 
about $3,200. 

The new refrigerator compliant with CDC 
regulations costs $1,500 with wiring costing another $240. 

"We are still waiting on the insurance," said 
Walega on October 13 during a meeting of the Board 
of Health. "I don't understand why they (the town's 
insurance company) haven't gotten in touch with Paul 
[Dawson]." 

Walega said there are enough supplies for the 
two subsequent flu clinics scheduled for October 26 and 
November 9 from 2:00 to 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. However, the majority of the vaccines lost have 
not yet been replaced.

"We don't have that kind of money to replace it 
and we need it replaced," said Walega. 

Walega's memo to the Board of Health questioned 
if the board would like to seek a reserve fund transfer at a 
future town meeting, but the board chose to hold off until 
Dawson hears back from the insurance company. 

Also during the meeting, the board briefly 
discussed a letter Walega sent to Robert Thompson of 
Rochester regarding the proposed e-cigarette retail store 
he would like to open in Marion. Walega attached a 
copy of the town's current tobacco and nicotine product 
regulations in her letter to Thompson, reminding him that 
he will need to contact the Health Office once a location is 
selected. 

Thompson was also reminded that the Board 
of Health is in the process of amending its tobacco and 
nicotine regulations to increase the minimum age for 
tobacco and nicotine products sales to age 21, as well as 
some changes to the sale of specific tobacco items, such as 
single cigars and "blunts." 

An attorney for the board has drafted part of the 
amended bylaw regarding the age minimum, but work is 
still being done on the remaining language. No date has 
yet been set for a public hearing on the new tobacco and 
nicotine regulations.

Tabor Academy Update

With just under a month left until the final 
performances, Tabor Academy anticipates the showing of 
two drama productions. This year, the plays are Bang Bang 
You're Dead, a controversial play about school shootings, 
and Human Geometry , an original play written by one of 
Tabor's own English teachers, Mark Howland. While very 
different, both are interesting and exciting plays that the 
directors hope will connect with the audience and prompt 
discussion. 

John Heavey, who teaches English at Tabor, is 
the director of Bang Bang You're Dead , a play he says is 
especially relevant in light of the staggering numbers of 
school shootings this year and in recent history. 

"The play sheds a lot of light on the need for gun 
control," said Heavey. "The killer in this play is disturbed, 
but without access to guns, it never would've escalated 
like it did." 

The play, written in 1998, is based on of a real 
school shooting in Seattle. In the play, the shooter is seen 
in his jail cell, visited by the memories of the victims that 
he shot. The ghosts of the victims of the shooting try 
throughout the play to discover why he did what he did. 
They never uncover a definitive motive, and at the end of 
the play reflect on their life. They look back, discussing 
what they will miss most about being alive and what 
they will never be able to do because they were killed so 
young. 

Already the play has prompted a lot of frank 
discussion within the cast. School Counselor Dr. James 
Mehegan came to talk to the cast about the emotional 
state of the shooter as well as the responses of the victim 
in the interest of making the play more realistic.

Freaks (1932). Starring Wallace Ford and Leila Hyams. 
Directed by Tod Browning. Running time: 64 minutes. 

The horror of Tod Browning's notorious Freaks 
is not simply that it showcases "freaks." It kicks off 
with a long, gloriously pious text prologue soliciting the 
audience's sympathy for the malformed, the mutilated, 
and so forth. (It was assumed, of course, that the film's 
audience was composed of "normals.") Then, for a good 
long while, every scene seems to make the same point: 
that the differently bodied are no different from "normal 
people" in emotion, in their need to belong, and in their 
sexual drives. The "normal" audience is thus conditioned 
to see the "freaks" merely as "normal" people in unusual 
packages. So we shouldn't be so surprised, perhaps, when 
the "freaks" end up acting, indeed, much like the violent, 
vindictive, vengeful "normals" who have forced their 
hands. 

Set behind the scenes of a circus sideshow. 

Freaks gives us what Stephen King pegged as an E.C. 
Comics horror story twenty years early. The midget Hans 
(Harry Earles) falls in love with able-bodied trapeze 
artist Cleopatra (Olga Baclanova). She strings him along, 
getting jewelry and "loans" out of him, until she learns 
he's sitting on a fat inheritance. Then Cleopatra conspires 
with her real love, strongman Hercules (Victor Henry), 
to marry Hans and gradually poison him to death. Hans' 
fellow outcasts — who had earlier grievously offended 
Cleopatra with their wedding-night chant "Gooble 
gobble, we accept her, one of us, one of us" - band 
together for ghastly revenge. 

The beginning of that climactic sequence boasts 
a genuinely badass moment Quentin Tarantino would 
be proud to have filmed: dwarf Jerry Austin snapping 
open his switchblade and polishing it, followed by "half- 
boy" Johnny Eck taking out a gun and polishing it, while 
dwarf Angelo Rossitto plays his flute, unperturbed. 

Freaks is essentially a melodrama (based glancingly on 
Tod Robbins' rather corny short story "Spurs") that rolls 
inexorably towards a uniquely powerful and frightening 


denouement. 

It's not that 
the "freaks" 
confirm our 
suspicions 
about them 
as inhuman; 
it's that they, 
after spending 
much of the 

running time seeming quite amiable, fulfill their potential 
towards a darker kind of humanity. In true noir fashion, 
they prove as rotten as almost anyone else onscreen. 

After the movie died in previews, a nervous 
MGM hacked out roughly half an hour, reportedly 
including a scene in which we see exactly what the 
enraged performers do to Hercules (castration, rumor 
has always had it). In the existing film, we never find 
out what happens to him, which kind of makes it worse, 
since our imaginations fill in the grotesque details. Part 
of the horror, for me, was seeing one of the "pinhead" 
women — previously never seen without gleeful smiles 
— crawl through the mud after Hercules, her face frozen 
and numb. The "freaks" are not shown to enjoy their 
revenge, exactly; it's just something that must be done. 
The "straight" world has stomped on their kind once too 
often. 

Tod Browning, who'd directed a few Lon Chaney 
vehicles as well as Lugosi's Dracula, more or less killed 
his career with this film; he would helm only four more 
before spending twenty years inactive until his death in 
1962. In truth. Browning's choice of material and comfort 
with the unusual were always more interesting than his 
generally stiff direction; someone like James Whale might 
have found bizarre outsider wit in the story. But where 
it counts, in that apocalyptic finale and the revelation 
of Cleopatra's fate. Browning locked in some of horror 
cinema's most indelible images. Decades later, of course. 
Freaks would find a younger, more appreciative audience 
on video and midnight-movie showings, influencing 
filmmakers as well as the Ramones (who misquoted 
the freak-chant as "gabba gabba" on their 1977 song 
"Pinhead"). By then, it wasn't that Americans accepted 
freaks but that Americans accepted themselves as one of 
them.

Winter Moth Prevention: Free Workshop 

The Mattapoisett Tree Committee and Tree 
Warden Roland Cote will present a tree-banding 
workshop to demonstrate how to band trees to trap 
winter moths this fall before they climb trees and lay eggs 
for a new generation of caterpillars. The workshop will 
take place on Saturday, October 17 at the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust's property at Dunseith Gardens (Salty, The 
Seahorse), located at the corner of Rte. 6 and North Street 
at 1:00 pm. Rain date is October 18. 


This environmentally-friendly technique is 
relatively easy for homeowners to use on their trees. 

The workshop is presented in partnership with the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust and the two trees that will be 
banded will be visible for several months for all to see the 
quantity of female moths trapped and prevented from 
laying their numerous eggs.

It is important to never 
apply petroleum or sticky substances directly to a tree. 

3. Dormant oil sprays are safe for home application when 
used as directed and works by coating and suffocating 
egg deposits on the bark of trees. It must be applied 
before winter moth caterpillars hatch, usually February 
into March. 

4. Chemical spray application works when pests are
